CHAPTER  m.

An  Act  to  authorize  cities  to  issue  temporary  bonds  in

Whereas,  It  has  been  found  that  bonds,  which  the  cities  Prcambk 
of  this  state  are  authorized  to  issue  to  refund  other 
bonds  falling  due,  can  in  some  cases  be  negotiated  and 
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sold  at  a  more  favorable  rate,  in  case  more  time  is 
given  in  which  to  make  disposition  of  the  same;

'7.^^  binTf.  ^/  the  SiaU  of  New  Jersey,  That  where  cities  of  this  state 
ordcr^o  increase  ^rc  aothorized  to  issuc  bonds  to  refund  other  bonds  fall- 
ing dne  it  shall  be  lawful  to  issue  any  part  of  the  bonds 
there  authorized  temporarily,  such  temporary  bonds  to 
run  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  two  years,  and  bear 
interest  at  a  rate  not  greater  than  the  permanent  bonds 
so  authorized,  and  sudi  temporary  bonds  may  be  taken 
up  and  replaced  by  permanent  bonds  to  be  issued  under 
the  authority  so  given ;  provided,  that  in  no  case  shall  the 
total  amount  of  bonds,  permanent  or  temporary,  exceed 
the  amount  authorized  to  be  issued  to  refund  bonds  so 
falling  due.

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CHAPTER  IX. 

An  Act  coQcerDing  elections  in  municipalities  in  counties 
of  the  first  class  and  fixing  the  time  for  holding  the 
same. 

1.  Be  IT  BNACTBD  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  New  Jersey j  That  all  elections  of  all  officers 
elected  by  the  voters  of  any  municipality  in  any  count} 
of  the  first  class  in  this  state  shall  hereafter  be  held  on  the 
second  Tuesday  in  April ;  where  any  election  for  mayor, 
councilman  or  other  municipal  officer  of  any  muni- 
cipality in  any  such  county  is  now  by  law  directed  to  be 
held  on  any  day  other  than  the  second  Tuesday  in  April, 
such  election  shall  be  held  on  that  second  Tuesday  in 
April  next  following  the  date  now  fixed  by  law  for  the 
holding  of  such  election;  the  terms  of  office  of  all  muni- 
cipal officers  elected  in  any  county  of  the  first  class  in  this 
state  shall  commence  on  the  first  Monday  in  the  May 
following  the  election  of  such  officers. 

2.  Aria  be  it  enacted^  That  each  and  every  officer  oi 
every  municipality  in  any  county  of  the  first  class  in  this 
state  shall  hold  his  office  until  the  election  and  qualifica 
tion  of  his  successor.

amount  of  such  appropriation  in  such  denominations  as 
they  shall  deem  proper;  such  bonds  shall  be  designated 
^^  school  bonds,"  shall  bear  interest  at  not  exceeding  the 
rate  of  six  per  centum  per  annum,  and  shall  not  be  sold 
for  less  than  their  par  value ;  they  shall  be  made  payable 
in  such  manner  that  at  the  expiration  of  three  years 
three-fifteenths  thereof  shall  become  due  and  payable, 
and  thereafter  one-fifteenth  thereof  shall  become  due  and 
payable  annually ;  the  council  shall  provide  for  raising  by 
taxation  annually,  the  interest  thereon  and  one-fifteenth 
of  the  principal  thereof;  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said 
bonds  shall  be  held  by  the  town  treasurer,  and  shall  be 
paid  out  by  him  on  the  warrants  of  the  board  of  educa- 
tion; at  anytime  after  an  appropriation  is  voted  as  afore- 
said, the  board  of  education  may  purchase  the  necessary 
land  and  enter  into  contract  for  the  erection  of  a  school 
building  thereon,  the  title  to  which  property  shall  be 
vested  in  the  town  by  its  corporate  name. 

That  this  act  shall  take  effect 
immediately.

An  Act  providing  for  the  creation  of  a  police  department 
in  cities  of  the  second  class  in  this  state  whose  popula- 
tion now  exceeds  or  may  hereafter  exceed  fifty  thous- 
and, and  vesting  in  such  police  department  certain 
powers  of  management  and  appointment  now  vested  in 
other  departments  or  offices  in  said  cities. 

1.  Be  IT  SKAOTBD  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  New  Jersey ^  That  there  shall  be  in  every  city 
of  the  second  class  in  this  state  whose  population  now 
exceeds  or  may  hereafter  exceed  by  the  United  States  or 
state  census  fifty  thousand,  a  police  department,  which 
department  shall  be  governed  and  managed  by  a  board 
of  four  commissioners,  to  be  known  as  commissioners  of 
police,  not  more  than  two  of  whom  shall  be  of  the  same 
political  party,  and  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor 
and  police  justice  of  such  cities,  for  the  term  of  two  years, 
at  an  annual  salary  of  five  hundred  dollars,  to  be  paid 
monthly,  in  the  same  manner  as  now  provided  for  by  law 
for  other  city  officers;  the  first  appointment  of  commis- 
sioners shall  be  two  for  one  year  and  two  for  two  years, 
and  thereafter  two  shall  be  appointed  every  year  in  place 
of  the  two  whose  term  expires  in  that  year,  so  that  the 
terms  of  said  commissioners  after  the  nrst  appointment 
shall  be  for  two  years;  any  appointment  to  fill  a  vacancy 
shall  be  made  by  the  said  mayor  and  police  justice  and  shall 
be  for  the  unexpired  term  only,  and  should  the  mayor 
fail  or  refuse  to  agree  to  appoint  said  commissioners  for 
the  space  of  thirty  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act  or 
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after  the  expiration  of  any  term  or  the  occurring  of  any 
vacancy,  then  the  said  police  justice  shall  appoint  the 
said  commissioners  or  commissioner,  and  if  the  said  police 
jastice  should  fail  or  refuse  to  agree  to  appoint  said  com- 
missioners for  the  space  of  thirty  days  alter  the  passage 
of  this  act,  or  after  the  expiration  of  any  term  or  the 
occurring  of  any  vacancy,  then  the  said  mayor  shall 
appoint  the  said  commissioners  or  commissioner. 

L  And  be  itenaciedy  That  the  commissioners  of  police  Powm^  com. 
appointed  under  this  act  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby 
invested  with  and  shall  possess  all  the  powers  heretofore 
given  to,  and  perform  all  the  duties  now  required  of  or 
imposed  upon  any  board  of  alderman  or  common  council, 
or  other  governing  body,  by  whatever  name  called,  in 
any  such  city  of  the  second  class  in  this  state,  concerning 
and  appertaining  to  the  appointment,  powers,  govern- 
ment and  other  matters  relating  to  the  police  of  such 
cities;  they  shall  also  adopt  such  rules  and  regulations  as  Rules  and  regu- 
to  the  appointment,  control,  duties  and  dismissals  of  the  ^''^°'' 
members  of  the  police  force  as  to  them  shall  seem  expe- 
dient, and  may  alter  the  same  at  pleasure ;  provided,  how-  Proviso. 
ever  J  that  no  member  of  said  police  force  shall  be  removed 
except  for  cause,  and  after  trial  therefor  before  said  com- 
missioners of  police;  the  police  force  of  such  city  shall 
not  exceed  one  for  each  one  thousand  of  population  of 
Buch  city,  unless  said  commissioners  by  a  unanimous  vote 
shall  determine  that  a  greater  number  is  required. 

8.  Andhe  it  enacted^  ThAi  the  commissioners  of  police  O'**"?".'*®"  ^'^

appointed  under  this  act  shall  proceed  forthwith  to  organ- 
ize said  commission,  and  shall  elect  by  ballot,  by  a  major- 
ity vote,  one  of  the  commissioners  to  act  as  president  of 
said  board  of  commissioners  of  police,  and  should  they 
fail  to  elect  one  to  act  as  president  on  the  first  day  of 
such  session,  they  shall  adjourn  till  the  following  day  at 
ten  o'clock  A.  M.,  and  then  proceed  again  to  ballot  for  a 
president  of  said  commission,  and  should  the  first  ballot 
result  in  no  election,  then  the  police  justice  shall  have 
power,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  designate  one  of  those 
voted  for  by  such  commissioners,  who  shall  act  as  such 
president  of  such  commissioners  of  police  for  the  ensuing 
year,  and  the  said  commission  shall  meet  at  least  once  a 
week. 
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L  4.  And  be  it  enacted,  Thftt  the  police  jaetice  of  any  soch 
,d  city  of  the  second  class  where  commisBi oners  of  police 
*  are  appointed  under  this  act  shall  be  a  member  ex  officio 
of  said  board  and  shall  have  the  power,  and  it  ahall  be 
hia  duty,  to  act  aa  a  member  oi  said  board  and  vote  in  all 
cases  where  the  said  board  fails  to  reach  a  decision  on 
any  question  before  them,  whether  such  vote  be  upon  a 
matter  of  appointment  or  other  matter  brought  before 
them  for  action. 

5.  And  be  U  macted.  That  the  clerk  of  the  police  justice 
shall  act  and  perform  the  duties  of  secretary  of  the  said 
commissioners  of  police,  and  shall  receive  no  extra  com- 
pensation therefor  in  addition  to  his  salary  as  cleric  of 
such  police  justice;  he  shall  also  keep  a  correct  and 
accurate  account  of  all  the  proceedings  of  the  said  com- 
misBioners  of  police  in  a  hook  or  books  proirided  by  said 
commissioners,  and  shall,  at  all  times,  have  the  minntes 
of  said  commissioners  open  for  the  inspection  of  the 
mayor  or  any  member  of  the  board  of  alderman  or  com- 
mon council  of  such  cities,  and  shall  at  all  times  give 
such  information  to  the  commissioners  as  they  shall  desire. 

6.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  commissioners  of 
police  appointed  under  this  act  be  and  they  are  hereby 

'"invested  with  full  power  and  authority  to  control  and 
manage  the  department  of  chanties  and  correction  io 
any  such  city  of  the  second  class,  and  they  shall  poBsese 
all  the  powers  and  perform  all  the  duties  now  performed 
by  a  board  of  aldermen  or  common  council  or  other 
governing  body,  by  whatever  name  called,  in  any  such 
city  concerning  and  appertaining  to  the  management  and 
control  of  the  said  department  of  charities  and  correc- 
tion ;  they  shall  also  have  power  to  buy,  sell,  construct  or 
repair  such  things  aa  in  their  judgment  they  shall  deem 
expedient  and  necessary  for  the  proper  management  of 
said  department  of  charities  and  correction;  they  shall 
also  have  the  exclusive  power  to  relieve  and  pay  for  the 
relief  of  the  poor  in  any  workhouse  or  building,  and  the 
expense  of  any  such  institution ;  they  shall  also  have  the 
exclasive  power  to  relieve  and  pay  for  the  relief  of  the 
poor  not  in  any  such  workhouse  or  other  building;  they 
shall  also  have  the  exclusive  power  to  appoint  the  poor- 
master,  the  overseer  of  the  poor  and  all  other  officers 
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and  employees  in  any  way  connected  with  the  relief  of  V  ^ 

the  poor  in  any  such  city;  they  shall,  at  two  specific  ^."p. 

times  designated  by  them  in  each  year,  solicit  proposals  ;:^ 

for  the  furnishing  of  supplies  to  the  department  of  in  and 

outdoor  relief  of  the  poor,  and  shall  in  every  instance 

award  the  contract  to  the  lowest  bidder;  provided^  how-  .^ 

evety  that  they  shall  have  the  right  at  all  times  to  reject 

any  or  all  bids  if  deemed  to  be  for  the  interest  of  such 

cities. 

7.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  the  commissioners  of  police  superintendents 
appointed  under  this  act  shall,  after  their  organization,  outdoo^'reu^ 
elect  a  superintendent  of  indoor  relief  and  a  superinten-  ~  -  V 
dent  of  outdoor  relief,  by  whatever  name  they  may  be  *^^ 
called,  in  such  city,  who,  after  their  election  by  said  -; 
commissioners  of  police,  shall  have  and  possess  the  same  [j^ 
powers  now  vested  in  such  superintendents  of  indoor  and 

outdoor  relief  in  such  citieo,  but  at  all  times  the  said 
superintendents  of  indoor  and  outdoor  relief,  appointed 
by  the  commissioners  of  police  under  this  act,  shall  be 
Bubject  to  the  rules  and  regulations  prescribed  by  said 
commissioners  of  police  for  the  more  efficient  govern- 
ment of  the  department  of  indoor  and  outdoor  relief;  the 
term  of  office  of  such  superintendents  shall  be  for  three  Term  of  office. 
years,  and  they  shall  be  removed  for  cause  only  and  after 
trial  thereon  by  said  commissioners ;  and  such  superin- 
tendents shall  receive  the  same  compensation  for  their 
aervices  as  officers  now  existing  for  like  purposes  now 
receive  in  such  cities,  and  all  officers  and  employees  of 
said  commissioners  shall  be  paid  in  the  same  manner  as 
now  provided  by  law  for  the  payment  of  city  officers  and 
employees  performing  like  or  similar  services. 

8.  And  be  it  enact^^   That  the  police  commissioners  a  y  physicun 
appointed  under  this  act  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  ^"I'^of'office' 
of  April  next  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  elect  a  city  ^^^  y^^- 
physician  and  an  assistant  city  physician,  who  shall  hold 

their  respective  offices  for  the  period  of  three  years;  they 
shall  perform  all  the  duties  that  are  now  required  of  city  nut  «<  and  com- 
physicians  in  such  cities,  and  at  all  times  during  their  *'*'°*''"''°' 
terms  of  office  they  shall  be  governed  by  said  police 
commissioners,  and  be  subject  to  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions prescribed  by  said  commissioners,  and  they  shall  re- 
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ceive  the  eame  compenBfttioD  for  their  eervices  bb  like 
officers  are  now  receiviiie  in  such  cities. 

9.  Avd  be  it  macied.  That  hefore  entering  upon  the 
duties  of  sach  office  each  of  eaid  poHce  commiteioners 
ahall  lake  or  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation  before  the 
police  justice  ot  sach  cit;  faithfally  and  impartially  to 
perform  the  duties  of  sach  office,  and  each  of  said  cum- 
tuissioners  shall  enter  into  a  bond  to  such  city  in  the  sum 
of  five  thonsand  dollars,  with  such  sureties  as  may  be 
Approved  of  by  the  mayor  and  finance  committee  of  the 
board  of  aldermen  or  common  council  or  other  governing 
body  of  BQch  city,  or  by  said  police  justice,  conditioned 
for  the  faithfal  performance  of  his  duties  as  soch  com- 
miseioDer. 
■1  10,  And  be  U  enacted,  That  the  moneys  received  by  any 
.,  sach  city  for  licenses  for  the  sale  of  liquor  or  any  other 
punioee  whatever  shall  be  and  hereby  is  appropriated 
ezcloBively  to  the  support  and  maintenance  of  the  police 
department  and  the  department  of  charities  and  correc- 
tion and  for  the  payment  for  the  other  purposes  or 
officials  provided  for  by  this  act  or  necessary  to  carry  out 
its  provisions,  and  if  there  should  be  an  unexpended 
balance  from  said  aoarce  the  same  shall  be  placed  to  the 
credit  of  the  department  of  streets  and  sewers  for  the 
permanent  improvement  of  streets  only. 

11.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  commiesioners  of 
police  shall  annually,  in  the  month  of  May,  submit  a  full 
report  of  the  proceedings  of  eaid  commission,  to  the 
board  ot  aldermen  or  common  council  of  such  citiee; 
they  shall  set  forth  in  said  report  the  condition  at  the 
time,  of  the  police  force  of  such  city  and  the  department 
of  charities  and  corrections,  and  the  other  matters  within 
their  jurisdiction,  which  report  shall  be  pablisbed  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  mayor's  message,  and  a  copy  thereof 
shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk. 

12.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  the  board  of  aldermen  or 
common  council  or  other  governing  body,  by  whatever 
name  called,  of  such  citiee  where  the  said  commiasionere 
of  police  are  appointed  under  this  act,  shall  provide  aait- 
able  rooms  for  the  transaction  of  the  bosiuees  of  the  said 
commissioners  and  shall  procare  saitable  furuitare  there- 
for. 
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13.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts,  Repeaier. 
general,  special  or  local,  and  all  charters  or  parts  of  char- 
ters of  any  city,  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed,  and  this  act 
shall  be  a  public  act  and  shall  take  effect  immediately ; 
provided^  howeveTy  that  until  said  commissioners  of  police  Proviso. 
have  qualified  and  have  been  organized,  the  present  city 
authorities  in  any  such  city,  to  whom  have  been  entrusted 
the  powers  and  upon  whom  have  heretofore  been  im- 
posed the  duties  mentioned  in  this  act,  shall  continue  to 
exercise  such  powers  and  duties,  so  that  there  shall  not 
be  any  interregnum  when  no  authority  exists  for  the  gov- 
ernment of  such  city  in  reference  to  the  matters  em- 
braced in  this  act.

CHAPTER  LXV. 

An  Act  providing  for  and  regulating  the  laying  out  and 
opening  of  certain  streets  and  highways  under  certain 
circumstances. 

1.  Bb  it  bnaotbd  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  of  Regulating  ihc 
the  Staie  of  JNew  Jersey ^  That  if  it  shall  be  alleged  and  st^eMind  high- 
made  to  appear  to  the  circuit  court  in  and  for  any  county,  mSioncrs^"'' 
by  petition  filed  on  behalf  of  any  railroad  corporation 
operating  a  steam  railroad  therein,  and  upon  proof  taken 
thereafter  under  direction  of  said  court,  or  upon  refer- 
ence thereby  made,  that  any  city  or  other  municipality 
proposes  to  lay  out  and  open,  or  has  heretofore  laid  out 
any  street  or  highway,  in  such  manner  as  that  the  same 
shall   cross  the   railroad   of  such  corporation  upon  the 
same  grade  with  said  railroad  and  at  a  point  where  there 
is  a  curve  in  the  route  of  said  railroad  having  a  radius  of 
eight  degrees  or  more,  that  such   crosdiog  has,  from 
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whatever  caaae,  not  yet  been  actaally  constructed,  and 
that  8nch  crocsing  npon  the  same  grade  at  such  point  will 
be  prejudicial  to  the  intereetB  of  said  corporation  and  of 
the  traveling  public,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  eaid  court  to 
cause  inquiry  and  report  to  be  made  bj  three  commis- 
sioners  to  be  appointed  by  said  court,  not  residents  of 
said  city  or  municipality,  or  owning  property  therein,  as 
to  the  manner  and  grade  upon  which  auch  street  or  high- 
Kcpon.  way  should  cross  said  railway  ;  and  upon  report  by  said 

commissiouere  and  consideration  of  evidence  before  them 
taken,  to  determine  and  decree  the  grade  and  manner 
above  or  under  the  said  railway  at  and  in  which  said 
street  or  highway  shall  cross  said  railwliy,  and  no  street 
or  highway  shall  be  built  so  as  to  cross  eaid  railway  in 
any  other  manner  or  at  any  difierent  grade. 
E>Hn.e  'I  ^.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  the  expense  of  making  such 

luatTiig  r«,«S)(.  crossing  shall  be  borne  and  shall  by  the  proper  officers 
of  said   city  or  municipality  be  assessed  upon  property 
benefited  thereby  in  proportion  to  the  benefit  received 
therefrom,  as  in  ordinary  cases  of  opening  streets  in  said 
city  or  municipality,  and  as  part  of  the  expense  of  grad- 
ing SQcb  street. 
(laih  of  com.         3.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  such  commissioners,  before 
miiiiDiicn        entering  upon  their  duties,  shall  make  and  file  with  said 
conrt  their  affidavit  that  they  will  well,  faithfully  and 
Justly  execute  the  duties  devolved  upon  tbem  by  said 
appointment.

president  of  the  board  of  aldermen,  common  council 
or  council  so  elected  shall  hold  office  therein  for  the 
term  of  two  years,  calculating  said  term  from  the 
time  in  that  year  when  the  term  of  the  members  of  the 
board  of  aldermen,  common  council  or  council  elected 
in  that  year  for  regular  terms  in  such  city  shall  begin ; 
and  in  caee  the  voters  of  such  city  shall  decide  at  any 
such  election  to  reject  the  provisions  of  this  act,  then  the 
election  of  a  president  of^  the  board  of  aldermen,  com- 
mon council  or  council  held  therein  at  such  election  shall 
be  void. 
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S.  ^.mZ  be  it  enacted^  That  the  president  of  the  board  of 
aldermeDy  common  coancil  or  coancil  elected  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  receive  an  annual  salary,  pay- 
able quarterly,  equal  to  one- half  of  the  salary  of  the 
mayor  of  the  city  in  which  the  said  president  resides. 

4.  And  be  it  enactedy  That  this  act  shall  not  apply  to 
those  cities  in  which  the  president  of  the  board  of  alder- 
men, common  council  or  council  is  now  elected  by  a 
popular  vote  in  said  cities,  or  now  has  a  councilman-at- 
large  elected  by  a  popular  vote  ot  the  entire  city. 

5.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  this  act  shall  take  efiect  im- 
mediately.

mnnicipai  afiairs  and  departments  of  such  cities  placed 
under  the  control  and  management  of  such  board  and 
providing  for  the  maintenance  of  said  board. 

1.  Bb  it  bnaotbd  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  o/* Appointment  of 
the  Slate  of  New  Jersey,  That  in  all  cities  in  this  state  now  ^'***^- 
or  hereafter  having  within  their  territorial  limits  a  popu- 
lation of  not  less  tnan  fifty  thousand  nor  more  than  one 
hundred  thousand  inhabitants,  the  mayor  thereof  shall 
within  one  month  after  this  act  shall  take  effect,  appoint 
five  suitable  persons,  residents  of  such  city,  to  be  known 
as  the  board  of  public  works  of  such  city,  not  more  than 
three  of  whom  shall  be  members  of  the  same  political 
party,  one  for  the  term  of  one  year,  one  for  the  term  of  Tem  of  office.

addition  to  the  per  diem  allowance,  to  mileage  at  the 
rate  of  four  cents  per  mile  each  way  from  the  j^aror's 
reeidence  and  return  thereto.

1.  Be  it  ehactbd  6^  the  Senate  and  General  Assen^^  of 
the  SteUe  of  New  Jersey,  That  the  first  section  of  the  act 
to  which  this  is  a  supplement  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
amended  to  read  as  follows. 
g;  1.  Bb  it  khactbd  hy  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  New  Jersey,  That  whenever  the  board  of 
chosen  freeholders  of  any  county  in  this  state  shall,  by 
resolution,  have  declared  their  intention  to  cause  any 
particular  road  or  section  thereof  within  snch  county  to 
be  improved  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  such  board 
shall  cause  all  necessary  surveys  to  be  made  and  specifi- 
cations io  be  prepared ;  the  specifications  shall  require 
the  constraction  of  a  macadamized  road,  or  a  telford  or 
other  stone  road,  that  will,  at  all  seasons  of  the  year,  be 
firm,  smooth  and  convenient  for  travel ;  shall  be  so  pre- 
pared as  to  call  tor  bids  from  which  an  approximate 
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estimate  of  the  cost  can  be  ascertained,  and  shall  state 
the  amount  of  security  that  will  be  required  of  the  bid- 
der; after  said  specifications  shall  have  been  prepared 
they  shall  be  submitted  to  the  board  of  chosen  freehold- 
ers, and  if  such  board  shall  approve  them  they  shall  then 
be  submitted  to  the  president  of  the  state  board  of  agri- 
culture, and  if  he  shall  approve  them  it  shall  then  be  the 
duty  of  the  director  of  the  board  of  chosen  freeholders  to 
advertise  in  at  least  two  daily  newspapers,  printed  and

shall  be  one,  will  meet  to  receive  bids ;  everv  such  bid 
shall  be  accompanied  with  the  bidders'  bond  in  a  sum  of

61.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  streets  or  sections  of  streets  How  streets  to 
shall  be  laid  out,  opened,  straightened,  extended,  widened  boundari!!^^ 
or  otherwise  changed  as  to  their  boundaries,  in  the  fol-  ^'^s^- 
lowing  manner  and  not  otherwise :  a  petition,  in  writing, 
signed  by  the  owners  of  one-sixth  of  the  property  front- 
ing on  the  improvement  desired,  shall  be  presented  to 
the  council,  setting  forth  accurately  the  improvement  de- 
sired ;  if  the  council  shall  favor  the  petition  the  same  shall 
be  referred  to  the  commissioners  of  assessment  and  a 
town  surveyor  not  interested  in  such  improvement,  who 
shall  thereupon  make  a  map  of  such  improvement,  show- 
ing the  real  estate  to  be  taken  therefor,  and  all  the 
property,  which  in  the  judgment  of  said  commissioners, 
will  be  specially  benefiied  thereby,  designating  each  lot 
and  parcel  on  said  map  by  a  letter  or  nunc^ber ;  said

a  report  of  the  facts  ascertained  and  of  the  appraise- 
ments, estimates,  determinations  and  assessments  made 
by  them  concerning  said  improvement,  and  shall  file 
such  report  and  their  map  with  the  clerk  of  the  town ; 
thereupon  the  said  clerk  shall  cause  a  notice  of  the  filing 
of  said  map  and  report  to  be  printed  in  the  official  news- 
paper of  the  town,  or,  if  there  be  none,  in  a  newspaper 
published  in  the  county  and  circulating  in  the  town,  for 
the  period  of  two  weeks,  which  notice  shall  contain  a  gen- 
eral description  of  the  improvement  intended  of  the  land
